ee bereas the Loms Spiritual and Tempozal, and Commons in this pꝛeſent Parliament Al⸗ 
| tſembled, being deeply ſenſible of the lad and calamitous Condition of this Dur Kingdom, 
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28 7 * occaſioned chiefly by the impious and malicious Conſpiracies of a Popich Party, who have 
not only Plotted and intended the Deſtruction of Dur Royal Perſon, but the total Sub- 
— verſion of Our Government, and ok the true Pꝛoteſtant Religion within this Realm by 
8 Law eſtabliſhed (All which the many and grievous Sins of this Nation have molt juſtly 
deſerved ) Have moſt humbly beſought Us, That by Our Royal Pꝛoclamation, a Day may be Solemnly 
ſet apart; wherein all Our Loyal Subjeas may by Faſting and Pꝛaper, ſeek a Reconciliation with Al- 
-mighty God , and withhumble and penitent hearts m_ him by his power and goodneſs, to Pnfatuate 
and Defeat the wicked Counſels and Imaginations of Our Enemies, and to continue his Mercies, and 
the Light of his Goſpel to this Kingdom, and particularly to beſtow his abundant Bleſſings upon Our 
Self, and this p:eſent Parliament, that their Conſultations andEndeavours may pꝛoduce Honour, Safe⸗ 
ty and pꝛolperity to Us, and to Dur People: We have to this their humble Requeſt moſt readily inclined ; 
And do by this Our Royal Pꝛoclamation Command a General and Publick Faſt to be kept thzoughout 
this whole Kingdom, in ſuch manner as is hereafter directed and pzeſcribed, that lo both Pꝛince and Peo⸗ 
" ple may ſend up their Pꝛayers and Supplications to Almighty God, to and foz the purpoſes afozeſaid. And 
do the end that ſoReligious an Exerciſe may be perfozined at one and the ſame time, We do hereby Publiſh 
And Declare to all Our loving Subjects, and do ſtraitly Charge and Command, That on Friday, being the 
| Eleventh day of April next, this Faſt ſhall be Keligtouſiy kept and Celebzated thꝛoughout Our King dom 
of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon Tweed. And that the ſame may be perfoꝛmed with 
alt Decency and Unifoꝛmity, Idle, by the Advice of our Reverend Biſhops, have Directed to be Compoſed, 
Pꝛinted and Publiſhed, ſuch a Foꝛm of Divine Service, as We Have thought fit to be uſed in all Churches 
and Places at the time afozeſaid, and have given Charge to our Biſhops to diſperſe the ſame accoꝛdingly. ; 
All which We do hereby expzefly Charge and Command ſhall be Reverently and Decently obſerved by all 
Dur loving Subjects, as they tender the Favour of Almighty God, and would avoid his Wrath and In⸗ 
dignation againlt this Land, and upon pain of undergoing ſuch Puniſhments as We may juſtly inflict. 
upon all ſuch as ſhall contemn oz neglect lo Religious a Duty. |
